The discoverer of the play chiefly 
responsible for the modern-day style 
of football—the forward pass— ahs 
just been found. He ii Fielding H. 
Yost, veteran coach at .the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan. Twenty-five years 
ago, nine years before the forward 
pass was used in football, he in­ 
troduced the spiral throw, using it 
first at Ohio Wesleyan University to 
each punters howT to kick a spiral. 
Using his hand instead of his foot 
for Yost says he vvas a poor punt­ 
er, he explained to his squad how to 
impart a whirling motion to the 
oval, to give it speed and direction. 
For many years he used this trick 
in coaching his backfield, and in 
1905, the year before the present- 
day forward pass, he published in 
a book on football, illustrations of 
bis method of getting off the spir­ 
al throw. 
- 
“In executing the spiral throw” 
Yost said in his 1905 article, “place 
the ball on the hand as in the il­ 
lustration. The ball should lie diag­ 
onally across the palm from the base 
of the thumb to the end of the lit­ 
tle finger. The 
arm 
should 
be 
brought around forward in a hori­ 
zontal line and, just as the bail 
leaves the hand, it should be caus­ 
ed to revolve on its axis by sudden­ 
ly Jerking the hand around the ball 
end to the left. The oval will thus 
be made to rotate like a spiral kick. 
Tire end of the ball that is ahead 
in the picture must be kept ahead 
all the time. The ball in this man­ 
ner can be thrown with ease from 
30 to 40 yards. The revolution of 
the ball on its axis should be rap­ 
id. This pass can be made with or 
across the wind and with practice 
the player can control its distance 
and direction almost as well as if the 
oval w’ere a baseball.”

Those who have bees should bear 
in mind that It is often necessary 
to f *ed them during the winter in 
order to carry them through until 
spring. Last winter I had good suc­ 
cess with a sugar syrup recommend­ 
ed by Prof. A. T. Watson, one of 
the most successful bee men in the 
county. Heat watar almost to the 
boiling point. Take off and mix in 
twice as much sugar as there is 
water, stir until dissolved and heat 
again slightly but do not bring to 
«i boil. There are different ways of 
feeding this. Some bee men pour 
it into the empty combs, others take 
a lard bucket, punch a number or 
holes in the top and after putting 
the syrup into the bucket, turn it 
upside down and pla*j<* it in the 
culler where the bees cern suck the 
syrup through the holes. It will 
answer to put the syrup in a shal­ 
low vessel and placing it in the 
super taking care to put a stick or 
two in the vessel so that any bees 
that fall into the syrup can get 
out. Or if one prefers, he can buy 
a vessel made for the purpose.

Buttermilk and Calves. 
Following is an inquiry and an­ 
swer found in a recent Issue of 
Hoard’s Dairyman: 
| 
Is buttermilk good ford for grow­ 
ing calve*®? If so, at what age is it 
wife to start 
feeding 
and 
what 
amount at a feed? We feed whole 
milk until one month old and skim- 
milk until one year, but can get all 
the buttermilk we want for. noth­ 
ing.—J. W. C., Watertown, Wls. 
Buttermilk is a good feed for 
calves. It is Just as good as skim- 
mllk and it may be fwd in the same 
way This, however, must foe borne 
in mind, unless 
the 
buttermilk 
comes from making 
sweet 
cream 
\ 


butter, it varies in addn* and un­ 
less the buttermaker is careful it 
varies in composition, because he 
may get some of the wash water of 
the butter into the buttermilk. For 
this reason a person 
who 
raises 
calves on buttermilk must be very 
careful or scours are like Iv to fol­ 
low. 
Ii buttermilk without any "water 
in it and of uniformity the same 
amount of sourness or acidity can 
be obtained, we have r.o hesitancy in 
recommending it for feeding calves. 
However, if it varies in composition, 
in sourness, and in quality, more or 
less trouble with scours will be ex­ 
perienced, especially when calves are 
a month old. After they are several 
months old they can stand tile var­ 
iation better. 
It buttermilk is used we suggest 
that it be pasteurized. Bring It to a 
temperature of 104 to 105 degrees 
i . and hold it there for 30 minutes. 
Perhaps the 
creamery 
is already 
pasteurizing the buttermilk, lf this 
is the case, then it will not be neces­ 
sary for our inquirer to pasteurize 
it, but make sure that it has been 
pasteurized or it is likely to bring 
tuberculosis in the herd. 


Produce Review 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30.— A constantly 
increasing supply of fresh eggs has 
reached the large markets of the 
country. This resulted in low’er clos­ 
ing prices than for the previous 
week. W eather conditions are gen­ 
erally favorable for increased pro­ 
duction, with more eggs reported 
in storage than at the same time 
last year. 
The pre-holiday movement of poul 
tr.v 
was exceptionally heavy. The 
demand was 
chiefly ifor 
chickens. 
fowl, ducks, and geese. Trading in 
turkeys was disappointing, due to 
light demaud from the consumer 
trade. 
Butter trade -was at a standstill. 
Dealers are reducing their stocks 
in the face of an increase in pro­ 
duction. 
Markets 
have eased 
off 
and prices for butter and butterfat 
are generally lower.

ANIMALS OF THE DIM PAST 


Fossil Remains Show That Dinosaurs 
Varied Greatly in Their Size 
and Appearance. 
The Greatest Historian 
of Them All 


Homer wove history into his songs. Pharahos carved 
it in stone. Julius Caesar painstakingly penned it on 
papyrus. 
,

Como Bluff, Wyoming, Is classic 
ground to those Interested in the fos­ 
sil remains of animals that inhabited 
this region long ages ago, for it was 
here that the first dinosaur bones were 
discovered in the Rocky mountain re­ 
gion. Some of the dinosaurs were the 
largest land animals that ever walked 
the earth, and some were very diminu­ 
tive. 
They differed greatly in size, 
shape, structure and habits. 
Some 
were plant eaters; others fed on flesh. 
Some walked on four feet; others with 
small, weak fore limbs walked entirely 
upon the strongly developed hind legs. 
Some had reptlle-like feet; others were 
bird footed. 
Some had toes provided 
with long, sharp claw's; others had 
flattened hoof-like nails. 
There were 
dinosaurs with small heads, and oth­ 
ers with large heads. Some were large 
and cumbersome; others were small, 
light and graceful and so much re­ 
sembled birds in their structure that 
only the skilled anatomist can distin­ 
guish their remains. Some of enormous 
size were clad in coats of bony armor, 
wliich gave them a most bizarre ap­ 
pearance. 
The largest herbivorous or plant-eat­ 
ing dinosaur whose fossil remains have 
been found in Como Bluff was the huge 
Brontosaurus, or thunder lizard, as it 
was called by Professor Marsh. 
It 
was 70 feet long, stood IC feet high 
at the hips, and had a long tail, an 
equally long neck, and a head that was 
only a little larger than that of a 
horse. The weight of such a creature 
has been variously estimated at 18 to 
20 tom. 
This animal doubtless lived 
on luxuriant tropical vegetation.
